Chapter 1V---The Language Of The Mass

Bussard, 
HEN the Church began, the fav- 
orite language was Greek and 
the early Christians spoke and wrote 
@nstantly in Greek. All the letters 
of St. Paul, even the one to the Ro- 
mans, were written not in Latin, as 
you might expect, but in Greek. All 
5 the Gospels were originally written in 
that language. There is question 
about St. Matthew's, but, even if it 
Wis written first in Hebrew, it was 
translated into Greek very soon after- 
Wards, 


Sometime in the second and third 
enturies Latin gradually displaced 
Greek and from then on to our own 
tay the liturgical language of ; the 

n rite has. always been Latin. 

The vast majority of the western 
Pople up to the time of the Protes- 
tant rebellion spoke that language. 
All through the Holy Roman Empire, 
Which included the land which we 

as divided into France, Italy, 
Germany and so on, Latin was the 
age of the Church and the lan- 
‘age of the people. There were no

All through those years Catholics 
understood the language of the Mass. 
It was not necessary to read the 
Epistle and Gospel in Latin, and they 
immediately. read them in the lan- 
‘guage of the people. They sat down, 
the subdeacon chanted the Lesson of 
the day and they understood. They 
stood up, listened to the deacon sing 
the Gospel and sat down to hear the 
sermon in the same Latin language. 
And when the priest sang “Sursum 
corda.” every one knew that he had 
'told them to lift up their hearts; and 
‘they themselves answered “Habemus 
‘ad Dominum” and the priest knew 
they had understood him and had re- 
plied that their hearts were already 
lifted up. 
| But in the two or three centuries 
before the Protestant rebellion people 
began to speak in strange tongues. 
‘Over in France they were talking to 
each other in a mixture of Latin and 
something they made up themselves. 
It came to be called French. In Ger- 
many they developed a language for- 
merly spoken by the barbarian tribes. 
In England they became accustomed 
to speak in a mixture of Latin and 
Anglo-Saxon. Even on the Spanish 
peninsula a group of tongues came 
into use. And at the same time all 
these new nations were at each other's 
throats in war, and the wars helped 
‘to keep them separate and to develop 
the new languages. 

All this time the Church continued 
speaking and praying in her accus- 
tomed Latin. While the new nations 
changed their tongues the Church did 
not; and so today she continues the 
same—praying in the same language 
she has always had. 

Now we are faced with something 
of a difficulty. Catholics no longer 
understand the language of their 
‘mother. It is as if a son should return | 
from a strange country and discover 
‘that he could no longer understand 
the words of his parents. 

But the difficulty can be overcome 
‘to a great extent by the use of the 
Missal in English. Long ago the idea 
of any ordinary person owning @ Mis- 
gal was quite out of the question.

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HOW “UNCLE "SAM'S ENCO ME HAS DROPPED 

Everyone is reminded severa! times a day of the economic 
ills with which all countries in the world are afflicted. People 
are comparing ‘the hard times of to-day with the exceptional 
good times of two or three years ago. We wonder whether 
the reader has compared the finaneial condition of the United 
States Government as of to-day with its status of two or three 
years ago to have a mental visualization of the contrast. Even 
at the end of June, 1930, the Government had a surplus of 
$184,000,000.00, while at the end of June, 1931, it staggered 
under a deficit of $903,000,000.00, this deficit resulted from 
less revenue in income taxes, in customs receipts, in internal 
revenue and in miscellaneous payments. 

Recently the Government ordered a new short term loan 
amounting to $800,000,000.00, but this will take care of only 
about ten weeks of government operation. The expenditures 
during the year 1930 amounted to practically $4,000,000,- 
060.00, or nearly $350,000,000.00 a month, and more than 
wil,©00,000.00 a aey. 

ve emerged from the War with a nationa! debt of $25,- 
400,000,000.00, an increase over the debt of 1916 of more 
than 2000°. At the beginning of the War the debt of our 
country amounted to $1,200,000,000.00. When we woke up 
to learn that we were in debt nearly $26,000,000,000.00 Con- 
gress began to impose taxes on everything, on railroad tic- 
kets, telephone calls, telegrams, documentary ee insur- 
ance, and on a long list of luxuries. 

Owing to the unprecedented prosperity covering nine 
years, with only two slight set-backs in business, the national 
debt was reduced by more than $8,000,000,000.00, and taxes 
were reduced in the years 1921, 1924, 1926, 1928. Over 
2,000,000 people with low wages were entirely exempted from 
paying income taxes. before the last reduction in 1928. 

With the declining income on the part of everybody it 
appears that new taxes must be levied by the next Congtess 
if the Government’s budget is to be met. 

On all sides there is a cali for greater economy in admin- 
istration, which could be easily effected if we had a Govern- 
ment such as England has. But most members of both Houses 
of Congress go there committed to promises to help some 
special interest of people belonging to their respective juris- 
dictions, and they think and vote not as statesmen. but as 
politicians. 

England has a debt of $36,000,000,000.00, twice as large 
as ours, with only one-third the number of people to pay it. 
It has practically $1,000,000,000.00 debt for every 1,000,000 
people, or a $1,000.00 debt for every man, woman and child.

Sociologists have striven for years to make us believe

About August first, she was able to get up, but her 
mistake was in exerting herself as in the daysof the past.

The bed could not hold her captive, she being im- 
patient to be useful to her family as she had always been 
as the eldest child. But it did not pay for on October 19th, 
after plucking feathers from a goose which was being 
prepared for a church festival the followifg day, she 
climbed on a stool to reach for some utensil in which to 
place the feathers. Again she fell backward on her head 
and was rendered unconscious. Her failing eyesight be- 
came worse; the beginning of an enduring blindness set 
in. She was forced to bed again at a time when the whole 
family was down with the grippe. She now began a bed- 
ridden existence attended by severe suffering. The sev- 
eral injuries to her spine resulted in almost complete par- 
alysis, and her stomach would accept no nourishment out- 
side of an herb tea. 

On March 17th, 1919, she became totally blind, fol- 
lowing two more falls from her bed to the floor. These 
rendered her condition still worse. She was now subject 
to frequent spasms, on which account it was necessary 
to build the sides of her bed higher in order that she 
might not be thrown out during the night. There was no 
danger outside of this spasm time because she Was unable 
to move herself in bed, unable even to turn over. 

She felt most comfortable on a hard straw tick after 
it had the impression of her bodily form, but horrible bed 
sores developed, which festered, cleaved to her gown and 
became extremely painful. 

About Christmas, 1922, Theresa became afflicted 
with a severe throat trouble, which made it practically 
impossible for her to eat or to take any nourishment 
whatsoever. This was not a natural development of her 
paralysis, because it followed after she implored A\l- 
mighty God to transfer to her a throat afflietion from 
which a theological] student of Konnersreuth suffered, 
and which threatened to make necessary the discontinu- 
ance of his studies. The student returned to the semin- 
ary, while Theresa acquired a new misery, which has re- 
mained with her ever since. Her throat is always sore. 
It has often become ulcerated and on frequent occasions

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New Novitiate at 
Angola 


The new novitiate of. the Francis- 
cans at Angola was dedicated last 
Wednesday afternoon by the Rt. Rev. 
sony assisted by a large number of 
the elergy, both religious and dio- 
cesan. 


The new novitiate was erected dur- 
ing the past summer at Angola upon 
the Invitation of the Rt. Rev. Bishop. 
The large residence which Merten a 
belonged to Emmet Croxton was re- 
modeled and an additional three-story 
frame structure was built to meet the 
needs of the new institution. The old 
residence houses the fathers in charge 
of the novices, guest rooms, a parior, 
office and kitchen. The chapel and 
refectory are on the ground floor of 
the new structure, the classroom and 
recreation room on the second floor, 
while the third floor has accommoda- 
tions for 20 novices. A new heating 
system, electric water pumps and a 
water softener are some of the ulp- 
ment located in the basement. About 
five acres of land offers ample room 
for outdoor recreation The entire 
plant with its equipment will cost ap- 
proximately $45,000

Then, saying that “the most de- 
grading practices are condoned by our 
modern society” and that “a tremend- 
ous force working against God is 
greed for wealth and power, and the 
injustices to which it gives rise,” 
the Archbishop concluded: 

“Tt is often said that we Catholics 
are exclusive, that we stand apart, 
that we refuse te meet our fellow- 
citizens on common ground, that our 
religion obliges us to be different. 
Let us admit very frankly that there 
is some—even much—truth in all this. 
We cannot be in accord with any 
group of citizens favoring the apos- 
tasy of America from God and His 
Christ, with any group which refuses 
to acknowledge God as the Supreme 
Ruler of our country, with any group 
which denies the necessity of religion. 
There can be no spirit of Christian 
fellowship with those who have no 
regard for the sacramental character 
of marriage. We Catholics can never 
sanction divorce and its hideous moral 
turpitude, We cannot indorse the 
crusade in favor of sinful birth con- 
trol. We cannot justify ourselves in 
upholding and supporting a press or 
a current literature that propounds 
so much that is contrary to Christian 
thought. Catholics cannot in the 
court of conscience and in the court 
of God be patrons of a vile stage that 
is reeking with immiorality, that is 
corrupting our people and destroying 
the very foundations of our Christian 


"| civilization. We cannot be champions 


of an educational system which does 
not find God in every subject that is 
studied. We have to stand apart and 
make great sacrifices in order to cul- 
tivate the heart and soul, as well as 
the intellectual faculties, in the edu- 
eation of our children... . 

Have Great Mission. 


“The Catholic men of our country 
have a great mission in the respec- 
tive spheres in which they move. The 
members of the National Council of 


Catholic Men have an invaluable con- 


tribution to make to the thought of 
our times. They must first inform 
themselves, and then become militant 
exponents of the principles for which 
they stand. They must be ready to 
defend intelligently the teachings of 
the Church, especially those generally 
misunderstood by many fair-minded 
fellow citizens not of their faith.

Ursula is a beautiful name and St, 
Ursula should imterest our children.

upon as the patroness of young per- 
sons and the mode! of teachers. 

Quite a number of Christian fami- 
lies placed their children under the 
care and direction of Ursula. Even 
some grown people left the world and 
became little ones again under her 
teaching. The unsettled conditions in 
England prompted Ursula to open her 
school near Cologne, on the river 
Rhine. A tribe of Huns rushed in 
upon the peaceful school, and, rather 
than give in to these mean men, 
Ursula and her companions, one by 
one, gave their lives and were cruelly 
put to death in the year 453 

Because of her life of sacrifice and 
her death of martyrdom she has al- 
ways been greatly loved and honored 
by the Catholics of the world. Even 
to this day many girls have the name 
of Ursula and many convents are 
under her protection. 

According to an early story of her 
life she was the daughter of a Chris- 
tian king of Great Britain. A pagan 
king wished to marry Ursula, but she 
asked for three years to consider the 
matter. During this time she and ten
